SUBJECT : Office of Security Monthly Report 


1. Forwarded herewith are the statistics for the Personnel 
Security and Investigations Directorate (PSI) for the month of 
October 1975. 


a. Total Clearance Division receipts for October 
1975 decreased by 248 cases as compared to September 
1975 (1632-1880); field receipts also decreased by 
149 cases (725-874). Total completions for October 
decreased by 165 cases as compared to September 
(1464-1629); field completions also decreased by 
82 cases (530-612). Total pending cases for October 
were up 168 cases as compared to September (2522-2354); 
field pending cases were also up 195 cases (1380-1185). 


b. Figures concerning covert receipt cases for 
October increased by 77 cases as compared to September 
(938-861). The pending SAA's for October were up 
121 cases as compared to September (466-345). ISS & 
IST receipts for October decreased by 67 cases as 
compared to September (195-262); completions decreased 
by 74 cases (178-252). Pending ISS §& IST cases for 
October were up 17 cases as compared to September 
(592-575). 


c. October receipts for reinvestigations decreased 
by 88 cases as compared to September (25-113). Reinvesti- 
gation completions decreased by 29 cases as compared to 
September (22-51). Pending reinvestigations were up 
3 cases as compared to September (183-180). 


APPLICANT OPERATIONS 


1. During this reporting period 165 polygraph examinations 
were conducted.

2. Of the total number of polygraph examinations con- 
25X1A ducted, 21 were given to Office of Security employees 
under RIP. || conclude the remainder 
of Security careerists who have a completed reinvestigation 
during the week of 10 November 1975. There have been no 
significant problems as a result of the implementation of 
the RIP Repolygraph Program. 


3. The average number of cases handled per man during 
this reporting period was 1.6 per day and the report rate 
averaged 38%.
